We have had the curiosity to look over our 
paper cf the 23d of October, 184S, and we can 
sav to our readers that it does not contain either 
of the sen! merits purporting to be taken from 
it, or anything bearing trie shadow of a resem- 
blance to either of them. The sentiment which 
the Courier professes to quote from us in ail the 
prominence of large type, "ALL MEN HAVE 
A RIGHT TO LIBERTY, NO MATTER 
WHAT COLOR/' is as downright a fabrica- 
tion as ever was perpetrated. We never ut- 
tered, or thought or dreamed of uttering, any- 
thing cf tne sort in our lives. We agree with 
the editor of the Co.irier that close watching 
wouldn't hurt us, but we are apprehensive that 
it might hurt him very seriously. Some editors, 
conscious that they can't stand watching, seem 
anxious to avoid it by making themselves not 
worth watching. 

Wool and Woolens.— The fact now exist- 
ing 'hat t'ie wool manufacturing interest in this 
coM>A y -aimot be maintained against foreign 
coinpstition, even with a tariff duty of 30 per 
cent, on cloths and cassiu:eres and 25 per cent, 
on worsted fabrics, is apparent by the closing 
of many of the wool factories of the country, 
and few or no new ones being started. In con- 
ducting the tariff on wool and on fabrics of 
that material, there were two poweiful antago- 
nistic interests to consult and to reconcile. The 
sheep grazier argued that he could not afford to 
import and improve the breed of sheep and 
quality of the wool without protection from 
foreign competition of the cheaper raw wools 
of other countries, and therefore Congress im- 
posea a duty of 30 per cent on raw wools. The 
wool grower was then provided for. The manu- 
facturer also demanded protection, and Con- 
gress gave him also 30 per cent.; thus he was ta- 
ken care of. What are the consequences? These 
duties, although very high, nullify each other. 
The duty on raw wools raises the price so high 
to the American manufacturer, both for foreign 
and domestic wools, that he cannot, even with 
the protection of 30 per cent., compete with his 
foreign rivals. This consequently so reduces 
the demand for home-grown wool for domestic 
manufacture that the use of it is rendered ex- 
tremely limited, and as it cannot be offered low 
enough for export abroad, or otherwise no duty 
would be wanted upon it, sheep raising, except 
for the shambles, is not encouraged; and the 
culture of sheep for w »>ol and the manufacture 
of the article are both dying out. The matter 
demands from Congress, apart from politics, 
earl^d earnest attention.

Steamer Grapeshot. — This new craft made a 
trial trip on Saturday and performed admirably. 
Capt. McGuire buUt her for the trade in the in- 
terior of Texas, and she appears to be well cal- 
culated for it, having great capacity for carry- 
ing cotton for a boat of her class, and being of 
light draught and very strongly constructed. 
She will make a trip to Memphis, for which 
port she leaves in a few days. She has a neat 
cabin, well furnished, and although not large, 
can accommodate a number of passengers. 
Her dimensions are as follows: Length of hull 
150 feet, beam 28 feet, and depth of hold 5 feet; 
two engines of 5 feet stroke, and 15 inch cylin- 
ders; two boilers, 24 feet long and 40 inches in 
diameter; and a doctor.

(J^"rhe New York cattle market continues 
to give way. Wednesday's market is reported 
as follows by the Tribune: 

There was another decline in the price of beef 
cattle yesterday, if in fact such cattle as most of 
those in market are worthy of that appellation. 
The price of such as were really good beef did 
not exceed 10 cents per pound for the meat, 
while good fair stock sold much less, runn ng 
down in the small trash and lower grades to less 
than 7 cents, averaging upon the 1,900 offered 
less than 9 cents per pound net. This is a varia- 
tion of about 6 cents a pound from the highest 
market day ef last spring; and makes a differ- 
ence in the cost of beef for one hotel in this 
city of $1,000 a wt-ek, and a very large differ- 
ence in the expenses of all meat-eating families, 
though not in proportion to the cost of cattle 
now and last May, for the reason that butchers 
are too apt to be oblivious of the fact that their 
customers are aware of the fall in prices. The 
prospect is very fair now that the price of tip- 
top beef cattle will not exceed 10 cents a pound 
net this fall upon any fair cash sales in this mar- 
ket, and fair quality of cattle will be sold at 8 
cents. Parties can make their minds up to that. 
The receipts of beeves in the last week were 
over 4,50*. 

The Crops. — Extract of a letter from a gen- 
tleman at Henderson, dated Sept. 10: 

The crops are very large, and rather extraor- 
dinary in wheat, as there are several thousand 
bushels here for export, which is an unusual 
thing. Tobacco is quite flourishing, though 
somewhat injured by the late heavy rains. Hogs 
iate high and cannot be engaged under $5.

If the cotton of India should supplant that of 
the United States in the markets of Europe, the 
demand for fresh field hands in Mississippi and 
Alabama will necessarily decline. Providence 
may, in this manner, be working out a solution 
of the problem which has ballled human saga- 
city, and what philanthropy has failed *o ac- 
complish may be b; ought about by the laws of 
production and trade. When slavery ceases to 
be profitable it will of cour?e be abolished; be- 
nevolent minds, therefore, will not deplore the 
prospective decline in th<; importance of the 
American cotton crop.— Buffalo Com. 

We have never doubted that there were people 
in the United States whose abolitionism was suf- 
ficiently rampant to make them desire the disso- 
lution of the Union, and the destruction of our 
foreign commerce, or any other commerce, if 
thereby they could succeed in extirpating slave- 
ry. But we had not ranked the editor of the 
Commercial in that category. We had not 
learned that his benevolence w»s so extensive, 
he would not deplore the decline of the 
important branch of American agriculture 
if he could in that way bring about the emanci- 
pation of three millions of Africans, notoriously 
incapable of taking care of themselves. We 
are willing to admit, that, when the slaves do 
not earn enough to support themselves and their 
masters, they will be emancipated; but if that 
does not happen until India cotton supplants 
the American article, it will be postponed to a 
period near the day of judgment. The interfe- 
rence of East India-grown cotton in the Euro- 
pean markets with American is a thing that we 
have heard threatened from the days of our boy- 
hood to the present time, and yet the growth 
and consumption of cotton in this country has 
increased and is still increasing every year. 

In the last number of Hunt's Merchants' 
Magazine it is said that "recent investigations 
in England appear to have established the fact 
that our planters have nothing to fear from the 
rivalry of the planters in India." The investi- 
gations alluded to were set on foot by a commit- 
tee of the House of Commons, before which the 
leading men of Manchester were minutely ex- 
amined. The salient points in the comparison 
of India with American cotton are these: India 
is five months' sail from Liverpool; America is 
one month's. The consumption of cotton iu 
India is so very great that the country cannot 
more than supply the home demand. India cot- 
ton is, for the purposes of the English manufac- 
r, 20 per cent, inferior i.j quality to the 
The difference in waste m the bes< 
qualities of India and American cotton is 12^ 
per cent in favor of the American article. The 
same machinery will produce a larger and bet- 
ter quality of yarn from American than from the 
best Surat cotton, which is owing to 1he staple 
of the American being stronger than the India 
cotton. Much of the India cotton is so badly 
cleaned that the los§ is excessive. 

Painful as these facts may be to the feelings 
of Abolitionists, it affords us pleasure to chroni- 
cle them; and, as the time appears to be remote 
when the cultivation of cotton in this country 
by slave labor will cease, we hope they will 
await, with Christian fortitude and pious resig- 
nation, the advent of that "good time coming" 
when slave labor shall be unprofitable, and 
when slavery, in consequence thereof, shall be 
abolished. 

A Bogus Insurance Company. — We learn 
by the Albany (N. Y.) Argus that Willi- m 
Barnes, appointed by the Comptroller to make 
investigation, reports that the assets of the Na- 
tional Exchange Insurance Company are insuf- 
ficient to justify its continuance in business in 
the city of New York, and that, in his opinion, 
the public interests require the immediate dis- 
solution of said corporation. 

He states, that, in order to get up the neces- 
sary capital to swear by and get the certificate 
of the Commissioners allowing them to com- 
mence business, they borrowed for a day or 
two a broker'6 check of $150,000. The Comp- 
troller has turned the case over to the Attorney-

Cat Fight.— The Montgomery (Ala ) Jour- 
nal of the 8th inst. says: 

We l»arn that 'on an evening of last week 
some aiarm was excited at the plantation of 
Mrs. McCullough, iu the lower part of this 
county, by the onslaught of a ferocious wild 
cat on soma of the people. It seefns that the 
cat sprung suddenly on the back of a woman, 
tearing her neck and shoulders with its teeth. 
After much effort, it was beaten off by the ne- 
groes, and secreted itself. It was supposed by 
them, in the gloom, to be a mad dog. The over- 
seer, who had been ill, came out and sent the 
negroes, with the dogs, to take its track, sup- 
po ing it had gone to the woods. On returning 
to his house, he was suddenly attacked by the 
animal in the same way, and, after a long strug- 
gle, was thrown down. He continued to fight 
him unt 1 the negroes and the dogs < aine up and 
despatched the bea't, which was found to be a 
wild cat, of the short tail sper ies, and of large 
size. The animal was a slut, it having un- 
doubtpdly whelped but a short time previous, 
and was much famished in appearance, which 
may account for her unusual ferocity. The 
overseer was much hurt, being torn and bitten 
in about seventy places. 

Vast Mineral Riches of the Gadsden 
Purchase. — Some months since (says the Alia 
California) we noticed the formation and depar- 
ture of a company of adventurers in this city 
for the exploration of the Gadsden purchase. 
They arrived at their point of destination and 
discovered, among other valuable mines, the cop- 
per one now Known as La Mina del Azo, situa- 
ted about 30 miles south of the Gila river, and 
25 north of the new boundary line between the 
United States and Mexico. Taking formal pos- 
session of this, they sent a party back to this 
city, and furnished such extraordinary state- 
ments reporuing the wealth of the mine, that 
several capitalists were induced to invest in the 
matter, and a stock company was formed under 
the laws cf California, wUh a capital If $500,- 
000 in shares of $100 each. A sufficient amount 
of the stock was disposed of to raise a work- 
ing capital, and, thus armed, the party returned 
with a scientific miner and a comp tent number 
of workmen. Our informant, who is a member 
of this company, and one ot the original discov- 
erers of tli is* mine, states that operations have 
doubtless commenced by this time. He left 
therein June, and arrived in this city by the Sea 
Bird last week, from San Diego. 

This mine, according to the representations of 
M. R Sackett, is one of the richest in the 
world, and is only one of numerous mines, 
vviiicli, to judge* from the formation of the 
country, are likely to prove equally productive. 
The vein crops out of the gr- und for a distance 
of 100 yards. It is but a few inches wide at the 
surface of the ground, but increases in width at 
the rate of an inch to the foot as the vein is fol- 
lowed down. Specimens which we have seen 
of the ore are heavy with the metal, aud pieces 
of pure copper glitter forth at all points from 
the mass. At the last stage of the excavations, 
specimens of pure conper had displayed them- 
selves, and the only difficulty anticipated by the 
proprietors seems to be that the ore will gradu- 
ally disappear and leave the pure metal, which 
cannot be got out with equal facility and cheap- 
ness whh the ore. 

A considerable encampment is formed at the 
mine, and all the water and provisions are ob- 
tained at Fort Yuma, to which point it is also 
designed to transport the ore and me'al for ship- 
ment in small river steamers to the Gulf of Cal 
ifornia, where it will be taken on board and 
shipped to the Eastern States or England for 
smelting. The ore is said to be inexhaustible, 
and increasing la richness as it is followed. Not 
far from this locality is the celebrated Mina do 
Plancha de Plata, where, as Mr. Sackett states, 
a piece of virgin silver was recently picked up 
weighing fourteen pounds, and formerly a p ece 
weighing one hundred arrobas, found by Mexi- 
can miners. This and other oid mines are now 
abandoned and filled with water, the workmen 
having been driven away by the hostile Indians. 

By the next steamer from San Diego more ad- 
ditional news may be expected from that sec- 
tion of the country in relation to its mineral 
wealth. Should the reports prove correct, Cal- 
ifornia will not be long in throwing some of 
her adventurous population into our newly-ac- 
quired teritory, to explore its hidden treasures. 



Failure of Mails. — If a mail at any time fail 
to arrive at the end of a route or at any inter- 
mediate post-office where the time of arrival is 
fixed within the time specifierl in the contract or 
schedule, it is expected that every contractor 
will immediately, by himself or agent, send his 
excuse to the inspect on office, setting forth 
particularly the cause of the failure If, after 
waiting a reasonable time, no specific and sa»f 
isfactory excuse is received, it is the duty of the 
. hief clerk to report the case to the Postmaster 
General for fine. General excuses for such fail- 
ures are not admitted by the Department. If 
bad roads are alleged, a specific report must be 
made of what portion of the road was so bad 
as to obstruct the mails, and what was its pecu- 
liar condition. If high waters are stated to be 
the cause of such failure, if must be shown what 
water-courses were impassable; and so of all 
other excuses.— Washington Union.

Difficulties in the Survey of Wash- 
ington Territory.— By a letter from the stir 
veyor general of Washington Territory, dated 
the 24th of July last, we" learn that the exterw 
sion of the fifth standard parallel line could only 
bo made west 24 miles, in consequence of im- 
passable obstructions. It was contemplaied to 
extend this parallel west to the Pacific ocean. 
The deputy surveyor who has charge of the 
work was 29 days in completing the 24 miles re- 
turned to the surveyor general's oliice. The 
surveyor general has released the d-puty sur 
v< yor from his contract, and says the survey is 
not needed at the present time. 

The difficulties are stated to be: 1st. The re- 
gion passed over presented one unbroken, dense 
forest, growing amid the undecayed trunks of 
another prostrated one. One large growth of 
firs, cedars, and pines had been prostrated years 
since by the wind; another similar one had 
grown up m its place, and the interstices were 
filled with a very dense undergrowth. 2d. Sup- 
plies could only be obtained from the eastern 
part of his wor'c on horses, as there is no settle- 
ment six miles west of his starting point. 3 1. 
Upon reaching the 24th mile, the deputy survey- 
or encountered the southern extremity of the 
Olympian range of mountains', and the country 
was very rough, rocky, filled wi h canons, &c, 
and affording no subsistence to his packhorses, 
which became exhausted from inanition.

Foreign Items — The Stuttgardt coi respond- 
ent of the Moniteur says: "In view of Russian 
reports which almost represent the Sweaborg 
affair as a victory, it is not without interest to 
find the truth in a Russian journal. The Fin- 
lands Allmanna Fidning, in an article repro- 
duced by the Wurtemberg journal, the Beohach- 
ter, says: 'All that could be destroyed at Swea- 
oorg has been annihilated; in fact, it was advan- 
tageous to attack, not the granite fortifications, 
but the city, and that is burned, with its im- 
mense magazines; the watch-dog remains, but he 
has no longer a house to guard. What was most 
remarkable was the inefficiency of the fire of the 
Russians. A ship-of-the-line, which might 
have disabled the gun-boais of the Allies, was 
content to disappear behind the forts.' "
